Tr may. not be uninteresting, at atime when 
the question is very prominently in the

thought then. In 1872 a Police. Commis. 
sion sat in the Colony and produced ao 
. Yeport which dealt largely with the matter 
of punishment of criminals. A fow extracts 
from this report, which met with general 
approval among the lending residents at 
the time, may be. made. First, as to fogging, |

As to branding and deportation, tho
